WHAT ABOUT PROSPERITY IN 


THE CITRUS ORCHARD AREA? 


By J. L. MATTHEWS 


T HAVE talked with bankers in the San Gab- 


• 
riel valley the past two weeks, asking them 


if there is anything, in their opinion, that 
should cause worry concerning business con- 
ditions in this valley. 


Every banker said that there was no occa- 


sion to worry. They went farther than that 
statement. They said that there were good 
reasons to look upon the local valley situation 
as better than in many years. 


1—There is nearly 70 per cent of a 


normal crop of navels in this valley, and 
the prices being received are netting 
the growers more money per box than 
at any time since the years immediately 
surrounding the world-war. 


+ ' " 


2—The fruit has had excellent 


weather for proper maturing. It is the 
finest winter fruit, box by box, that has 
been harvested here in twenty years. 
Up to the present the decay has been — 
so small as not to be a factor. 


3—The winter has been disposed of 


without any frost. Only on two nights 
have the pots been lighted, and then 
only for a short time. There has been 
no f|ost damage to fruit or trees. Up 
to the present there has been no flood 
damage, and there has been a greater, 
rainfall and snowfall than in several 
years, insuring an adequate supply of 
irrigating water.

4—There is a very-close-tChnprmal 


crop of summer valencias on the trees, 
whichi will gp into a market practically

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5—Orange groves in the San Gab- 


riel valley have been nearly ninety per 
cent protected by orchard heating for 
a period of more than five years. Dur- 
ing that time the orchards have had the 
opportunity of coming back to a better 
than normal condition. Groves are in a 
better physical shape than has been the 
case in twenty years. They are more ^ 
attractive to the eye as well as to close 
scrutiny by experts. Therefore, all 
groves have a sounder sales value. 


6—There are fewer vacant store 


buildings in the valley cities and com- 
munities than in former years. The 
bonding capacity of the cities is rising, 
dpe to the fact that bonded indebted- 
ness for fundamental improvements are 
being retired. Covina, for example, is in 


' 
a better financial condition than ever 
in its history, and possesses a much 
greater valuation in publicly-owned 
property. With one exception, the cities 
and communities of the east end of the 
valley are under-built. More houses can 
be built and sold in Covina,and some 
other cities without fear of lying idle. 


The bankers allude to the fact that there 


have been some business casualties, and that 
there will probably be more, but attribute the 
fact to tremendous readjustments in business

The 
Charter Oak school, with the excep- 
tion of the first few year?, has had 
Miss Clara Thompson as its teacher 
and principal. After teaching at that 
school she was absent for two years 
teaching in 
Riverside, returning 


again to. teach continuously in Char- 
ter 
Oak 
up 
to 
the 
present 


time. 
During 
this 
time 
the 


school plant has been gradually built. 
up until today there is $100,000 
worth of property of the most mod- 
ern type. The district recently ex- 
pended $80.000 for new buildings, 
and one of the features of the school 
is the well-equipped cafeteria, which 
Miss Thompson organized and super- 
vised, said to be one of the most 
complete and best functioning units 
in the Los Angeles, county school 
system. 
The cafeteria is serving 


luncheons now to about 100 scholars 
per day, including the scholars who 
attend from the Masonic home. 


UNDER TREATMENT 


During a part of this last school 


year, Miss Thompson has been ill, 
and has been under constant treat- 
ment at a rest home in Sierra Madre, 
and is declared to be recovering. She 
has retained advisory supervision of 
'the school, visiting it at intervals, 
and it is expected that she will be in 
condition to assume her full duties 
•within a short time. There are eight 
teachers at this school now, and the 
supervision is under the direction of 
Mrs. F. J. Cline since Miss Thomp 
sOn's illness. 
Few teachers in Los Angeles coun 


ty can point to such a continuous 
and successful record as Miss Thomp 
son. The school has always had a 
very high reputation with all eduea 
tors, and a small army of young 
men and women have gone from its 
: doors to higher institutions of learn 
ing. It is of interest to know that 
many of these pupils return to Mis 
Thompson for advice and for speeia 
. instruction, even when attending col 
leges and universities. She has been 
the recipient of many congratula 
tjons from county and state sehoo 
officials.

In California, the "big unhitch" 


is just about over. The horse is on 
his last legs on California farms, for 
the Golden State leads among the 
principal -agricultural states with 
"548 tractors to every 100,000 acres 
of 'crop land," says a chart prepared 
by the Farm Implement News of Chi 
cago. 


But at the rate farmers in other 


states are "unhitching" their horses 
and mules, California's leadership 


is threatened, says J. a. Bigby, local' 
salesman tor Shepherd Tractor & 
Equipment company, "Caterpillar" 
tractor dealers. Wisconsin is a close 
second with 490 tractors per 100,000 
acres of crop land, New York third 
with 474, Ohio fourth with 440, and 
Pennsylvania flfth with 400. 


This does not mean, however, that 


California ha,s more tractors than 
any other state. Illinois has sent 
more horses to life-long pastures 
with 69,973 tractors on farms, but 
she still has a large share }eft to re- 
place with power.

•comes Iowa with 56;609 tractors, 
Ohio with 56,543, Wisconsin with 
54,664, and California with 50,646.

Federal Experts 


Start Survey 


of Percolation 


The water research department of 


the department of agriculture has 
assigned Engineer Frike to experi- 
ments in percolation of waters in the 
gravels near the mouth of San Ga- 
briel canyon. The movement has been 
sponsored by the San Gabriel Valley 
Protective association. 


In describing this work, Fred Col- 


lind, field secretary of the associa- 
tion, explained that four-flfts of an 
acre of ground has been walled in 
by earth embankments to form a 
basin."Jt^rery-'elever system of flume 
with outlet/gates has been installed 
to distribute water in such a way as 
to cover the entire surface to an 
even depth. 


About 28 miner's inches were turn- 


ed and a close study of absorption 
made, this amount of water has been 
increased to about 40 miner's inches 
and the gravels not yet fully charg- 
ed, after a continuous flow onto this 
ground of about two weeks. 


Anyone interested in the water 


situation of the San Gabriel valley 
will find a trip to this experiment 
station well worth while. It is lo-1 
eated just south of the dairy at the 
mouth of the canyon.

White gold covers the mountains of the Sierra Madre 


range this week—snow, that is is just as valuable to the 
rancher as precious metal stored in a safety deposit vault. 
And more so, for as this snow melts in the warm months to 
come, tne water will come down the streams slowly, and will 
fill the subterranean reservoirs, ready for use by the pump- 
ing plants of the valley. 


The plentiful rains of the past two weeks "have come at 


just the right time to put the orchards in excellent condition 
for the spring blooming. The pasturage on the hills will be 
greatly benefited. And so far, there has been no flooding, no 
appreciable run-off into the ocean. 


A visiting federal engineer who knows quite a little about 


the Mississippi and Missouri river problems, said the other 
day that southern California does not seem to know how 
fortunate is the condition caused by the combination of high 
mountains and a rapidly-falling porus plain. All we need to 
do here, he said, is to-spread this mountain water, and to 
retard it to some extent. We think we have a flood problem, 
he said, but the solution is comparatively easy. There should 
not be a flood problem or a scarcity of water for domestic 
and irrigation use hi southern California, he believes. 


It's another case where our misfortunes are blessings in 


disguise. Control and conservation in the southland will give 
us water in great abundance, and under intelligent control 
we will never receive too much, as is the case in many parts 
of the country. 


Music in the Schools— 


Not everyone understands the importance of making music 


in the schools effective. It has been considered a minor study, 
something that is of no commercial value in after life, possibly 
developing into a real accomplishment on the part of a few, 
and, for the most part, of undetermined value. 


If you will make a survey of the pool rooms and the streets 


of any metropolitan area, you will discover, if you are inter- 
ested, that men who know how to play musical instruments 
very seldom idle away their1 time in questionable hang-outs. 
The man who knows how to play the fiddle, the banjo, ithe 
mandolin, brass instruments, or even the ukelele, would far 
rather remaitf at home, or in his hall bedroom, with his in- 
strument, than to be found at so-called '^recreation" places. 
He may not be a good performer on .the instrument, out an 
interest in music has been aroused m him, and WT has a 
cleaner outlook on life, an interest that gives* him no pleasure 
in mere loafing. 


Music in the schools should be a major study. Turning 


out good musicians is not the objective. An awakening of a 
love of music, together with some knowledge of music, is the 
objective. When this has been done, you'll find the student 
in after life enjoying the radio and the phonograph—you'll 
find them getting pleasure out of their own amateur perform- 
ance. 


Many years ago the warden of San Quentin penitentiary 


declared that very few prisoners came to that institution 
with any knowledge of music or musical instruments. But, 
he added, the introduction of musical instruments into the 
prison, and an organized attempt to teach prisoners to play, 
produced astounding fesults in discipline. 


Think of music in the schools as a reservoir into which 


is poured the ingredients for contentment in after life. It 
will prove of more value than a knowledge of the length of 
the river Nile, or any problem of Euclid. 


Red Riots Beneficial— 


B. C. Forbes, noted writer on finance, in the Los Angeles 


Examiner of Tuesday, says: 


.March promises to end somewhat better than it began, 


altho thus far disappointingly little progress has been made 
business wise. 


The stock market has moved up a little since the month 


began. So have bonds. 


The most disconcerting development of the week was the 


extent and magnitude of the Communists' demonstrations. 
Their effect may prove beneficial by arousing American in- 
dustry to the urgent necessity for giving more thotful atten- 
tion to the whole problem of unemployment brot about by our 
swiftly-moving economic revolution. As repeatedly emphasiz- 
ed in this column, unemployment was spreading long before 
the stock panic. Yet neither industry nor the government 
could be induced to regard it as the gravest of all economic 
problems confronting the nation. Admittedly low prices for 
farm products are disturbing, but they are less fundamental 
than the evils enwrapped in the failure of our modernized 
economic system to afford an adequate volume of employ- 
ment. 


Perhaps the almost nation-wide protests may convince 


our foremost men of affairs that their achievements in the 
direction of gigantic mergers and the rapid adoption of labor- 
saving methods have begotten human problems which cannot 
be much longer ignored without inviting unpleasant conse- 
quences. The Reds need occasion no great worry; but un- 
employment most assuredly should,,

THE COLON 


It has impressed me very much the past year—the atten- 


tion being paid to the human colon, especially by irregular 
practitioners and outright quacks. Perhaps the colon has been 
neglected by its individual possessors; it may be that earnest 
physicians have overlooked the principal sewer of the body 
to a certain extent, and maybe not. Anyway, the quack is 
capitalizing big on the "colon craze" and its many victims. 


A normal colon demands no attention whatever. If diseas- 


ed, the treatment depends on the nature of the trouble, which 
only a capable physician can diagnose. To me, the height 
of stupidity is to imagine you have "colon trouble," and pay 
some charlatan a big sum (in advance) to guarantee you a 
cure i 


I cannot go into symptoms, diagnosis and treatment here; 


your physician is the man to do that. But I may caution you 
strongly against the abuse of powerful purgatives, in order to 
force a tired, relaxed organ into activity. Better build up 
your nervous system, take outdoor exercise, appropriate diet, 
and plenty of drinking water. Medicines are for pathological 
conditions. Physical methods, such as hinted above, are much 
more valuable in physiological delinquencies. 


I do not permit my patients to eat "skins, fibers or seeds." 


Skins of baked apples, grapes, cherries, and the like; fibers— 
of tough meat imperfectly masticated, or of celery, radish or 
cucumber, etc.; seeds, such as are in blackberry pie, rasp- 
berry jam, and other delicacies of similar nature. All are 
harmful to lazy colons. Sweet milk may be taken too freely, 
and if constipating, should 'be excluded. The whole-grain 
cereals with cream, I have found beneficial. 


I am convinced thoroly that the routine deluging of the 


colon with solutions of drugs is positively harmful. In ulcera- 
tions and malignancies, the colon tube used "hit or miss" may 
hasten a fatal issue. TreaJ your colon with the utmost respect, 
under skilled instruction.

NEW FIGURES COMPILED ON 


AMERICA'S AMAZING WEALTH 


By CALEB JOHNSON 


We arc the richest people in the 


•world. 


Almost everybody knows that, but 


few realize just how rich we are and 
what our wealth consists of. 


The National Industrial Confer- 


ence board has just figured it out. 
The national wealth of the United 
States is $360,100,000,000. 
Three 


hundred and sixty billion, one hun- 
dred million! The figure is just too 
large for anyone to grasp. Nobody 
ever saw that much money. There 
never was any such amount as that 
an money anywhere in the world at 
any time. 


It would take a whole year for a 


thousand regiments of a thousand 
men each, every man collecting a 
thousand dollars a day, to gather so 
much money together, even if it ex- 
isted. 


But the figure of the conference 


board leaves out money entirely. 
"Wealth is one thing, money is an- 
other. Money is merely a symbol of 
-wealth. Counting all of the treasury 
notes, federal reserve notes, national 
bank notes, gold certificates, silver 
certificates, and gold, silver and cop- 
per coins, we have only about five 
billion dollars of money in circula- 
tion in America. That is all we need 
for the purpose of exchanging one 
form of wealth for another. The rest 
of our business is carried on by 
means of bank checks and credits. 
But what makes our money worth its 
face value is the wealth behind it, 
nearly $72 of assets back of every 
dollar in circulation. 


There are no very exact figures of 


the wealth of other nations. The 
total assets of the entire British Em- 
pire, including Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Canada, Australia, South Af- 
rica, India and the rest of the British, 
possessions, was estimated a few 
years ago at about one-half of th<^ 
•present American figures, and no 
other nation begins to compare with 
ours. 


The biggest single item in the list 


of things which make up our nationr 
al wealth, is real estate. Land and 
improvements in the United States 
are valued at $198,100,000,000, more 
than half of the total wealth. That 
does not include real estate owned 
by railroads and public utilities. 


Those institutions, together with 


shipping and canal facilities, account 
for another $4,900,000,000 of land 
value, with 
improvements worth 


$22,100,000,000 and equipment which 
has a value of an additional $12,500,- 
000,000. 


Farms and factories, including all 


property and equipment, constitute 
$27,200,000,000 
of 
our 
national 


wealth, according to this latest sur- 
vey, 


Manufactured and natural products 
total $40,600,000,000. This includes 
everything from carpet-tacks to gold 
in the mine blocked out but not yet 
mined.';. . - • - . ' *

Personal property constitutes about 


one-ninth of the total wealth. Furni- 
ture, clothing, jewelry and items of 
that sort owned by the people of the 
United States are worth $44,700,000,- 
000. 
And that doesn't include auto- 


mobiles, which are-a comparatively 
small part of the whole. Less than 


•ten billion dollars covers the present 


value of the nation's automobiles. 


Gold and silver bullion—that is, 


gold and silver which have not been 
coined or made into jewelry, table- 
ware or other commodities—held in 
the United States is worth-around 
$9,000,000,000. More than half of 
that is gold held by the United 
States treasury, the federal reserve 
bank and other banks as a reserve 
against currency. This gold reserve 
alone constitutes by far the largest 
amount of the precious metal ever 
gathered under one flag in the his- 
tory of the world. 


ilivided by the number of inhabi- 
tants, gives us!the average per capita 
wealth. And this is also far in excess 
of that of any other nation, amount- 
ing to around $3,000 for-every man, 
womar and child. 
: 
The wealth is unequally distribut- 


ed 
among 
the states, however. 


Nevada has the greatest-wealth per 
person, not because it has the small- 
est population, for there are seven- 
teen states having fewer inhabitants, 
but because of the immense wealth 
in Nevada's mines of gold, silver, 
copper and other metals. Nevada's 
average wealth is $7,338 per person. 


Alabama has the lowest per capita 


rate of wealth distribution, amount- 
ing to only $1,284 for each person. 
This is because Alabama's natural 
resources are comparatively unde- 
veloped and its industrial develop- 
ment, while large, has not yet caught 
up with the growth of its population. 


New York, richest of all the states 


in total wealth, is only about average 
in the per capita figures. The ten 
million inhabitants are worth an 
average of $3,513 each. 


The figures of the National Indus- 


trial conference board are for the 
year 1928. The nation is probably 
richer now, but it takes a year and 
more to compile the figures, which 
will always be that far behind. The 
last 'estimate made by the United 
States bureau of the census was in 
1922, when the national wealth was 
estimated at $320,800,000,000. In 
1912 the government figures were 
only $186,300,000,000. 
In sixteen 


years, 
therefore, 
the 
wealth of 


America nearly doubled. And even 
allowing for the fact that a dollar 
today represents a smaller amount 
of wealth than it did in 1912, never- 
theless we have made pretty good 
progress. Very carefully worked out 
calculations made by the United 
States department of labor continu- 
ously kept up to date, show that the 
purchasing power of the 1930 dollar 
is about 67 cents as compared with 
the dollar of 1912. So our actual 
increase in wealth in sixteen years, 
as a nation, is about 37 per cent.

elected president at the annual meet- 
ing last December, according to Dr.

RUBBER 


Rubber gets its name because its 


first use was 19 rub out pencil 
marks. The Spanish conquistadores 
found Mexican and1"* Brazilian chil- 
dren playing with balls of this pe- 
culiar gum, but it was three hundred 
years before it became a commercial 
product. Mackintosh, the Scotch- 
man, used it first to waterproof 
cloth; «Goodyear, the American, 
found how to take the stickiness out 
while retaining the elasticity. 


A very small amount of commer- 


cial rubber is grown in the United 
States, in California and Arizona, 
where it is produced from 
the 


guayule shrub.' Most of it comes 
from the East Indies and South 
America. Harvey Firestone is plant- 
ing a million acres to rubber trees 
in Liberia, Africa. Unskilled cheap 
labor is necessary to keep the price 
of rubber down. A difference of 
50 cents a pound in the price of 
crude rubber may mean a difference 
of $10 in the price of automobile 
tires. 
The next step will be the discov- 


ery of a method of recjaiming old 
rubber and using it again.

Unusual works of nature have al- 


ways held the awe of the aboriginal 
inhabitants of our country. Among 
the many examples 'of this silent 
worship of an unknown power may 
be cited the great arrowhead which 
points the way to the Indian's '' Val- 
ley of Pea'ce and Plenty." 


This guiding arrowhead is to be 


seen today on a mountainside from 
the San Bernardino valley. No imag- 
ination need be exercised to trace 
its distinctive outline which so close- 
ly resembles an Indian arrowhead, 
carved on the sole of the mountain. 


Scientists explain this phenomena 


of nature as the work of a prehis- 
toric cloudburst. In huge volume, 
and with tremendous force, the wat- 
ers rushed down the mountainside, 
guided in their course by the con- 
figuration of the bed rock. Gradual- 
ly, as thousands of years have passed, 
trie scar has been coated with a thin 
layer of soil in which sage and 
greasewood have managed to gain a 
precarious foothold. At certain sea- 
sons of the year the light gray fol- 
iage of this growth creates a start- 
ing contrast to the darker hued grass 
and brush of the surrounding hill- 
sides. 


From earliest times, the vicinity 


of the arrowhead has been "taboo" 
to Indian tribes. Regarded as a work 
of the '' Great Spirit,'' its point sup- 
posedly guided all to the fertile 
valley lying at its feet. Within the 
ralley, according to the unwritten 
aw of the tribes, no one might wage 
war under pain of severe punishment 
by the "Creator." 


Survey Work at 


Forks Site Not 
Favored by Board 


The board of supervisors Monday 


decided that no more county money 
will be spent on the recently aban- 
doned high damsite in San Gabriel 
canyon except on specific approval 
of the board. 


The action was taken on a request 


of County Flood Control Engineer 
Eaton for an appropriation of $50( 
to conduct a study to determine 
whether a substitute dam can be 
erected at the site in place of the 
abandoned high dam. 


Supervisor Graves moved that the 


request be denied and that Eaton be 
instructed not to do any more work 
at the site except on direct order of 
the board. 


Abandonment of the high dam pro- 


ject left a total of $21,000,000 bond 
money in the county doffers which, 
according to legal opinion, cannot be 
used except for the purpose of '' con- 
serving and controlling" the flood 
waters of the San Gabriel river. 


With a view toward building a 


number of lower dams in the upper 
stretches of the San Gabriel river 
system, Engineer Eaton is conducting 
a survey of the east and west forks 
to determine whether there are avail- 
able sites. 


Another cause, in the savage mind, 


for a connection between their 
"Great Spirit" and the origin of 
the arrowhead lay in fact that at its 
base are many hot springs, frequent- 
ed by the Indians for their curative 
qualities. Supposedly, tho Arrowhead 
pointed not Only to the valley itself 
but to the most beneficial spot with- 
in the valley. 


The arrowhead was first soon by 


white men when, in 1774, Captain 
Juan Bautista d'Anza, the Spanish 
explorer, led his men into the valley 
while on an expedition from Mexico. 
Recognizing the value of the springs, 
and the fertility of the surrounding 
country, d'Anza recommended the es- 
tablishment of a mission at a point 
now occupied by the city of San 
Bernardino, and but a short distance 
from the arrowhead. 


The recommendation was not car- 


ried out until-thirty-six years later. 
Two years after being built, the 
mission was destroyed by the great 
earthquake of 1812. This upheaval 
was accepted by the Indians as a 
visitation of the wrath of the '' Great 
Spirit." Placing all blame for the 
catastrophe upon the padres, tho sav- 
ages destroyed the mission, driving 
the white settlers from the vaDcy. 
This mission was never rebuilt. 


Today the great arrowhead has be- 


come known as one of the outstand- 
ing natural wonders of the state. 
Easily reached, over splendid high- 
ways, thousands of motorists yearly 
enjoy a drive thru the beautiful 
southland to view this spectacle. 


New Method of 


Pruning Lemons 


Creates Interest 


According to Vincent F. Blanchard, 


farm adviser of Ventura county, 
lemon growers of that county are 
watching with interest the job of 
pruning now being done on the Del 
Mar ranch of the Limdneira com- 
pany, east of Ventura. The entire 
ranch is being pruned with the thin- 
ning system advocated by the agri- 
cultural extension service. 


A special feature of the pruning 


is the bending of shoots and branches 
to a horizontal or drooping position. 
This is to encourage such branchei 
and shoots to send out lateral fruit 
ing wood and to start fruit produc 
tion earlier than would ordinarily be 
the case if they we're allowed to 
grow naturally. Such a treatment is 
much less severe and enables the tree 
to develop a more complete fruit 
bearing system with a maximum pro- 
duction of fruit. An examination oJ 
the tree clearly shows that this type 
of pruning is getting results. An 
added feature of the pruning on this 
property is the so-called notching on 
bare limbs or branches to induce the 
production of fruiting wood. This 
has been the means of thinning ou1 
somewhat open types of trees with 
fruitwood without having to resor 
to very severe pruning to accomplish 
it.

The American public is the great- 


est consumer of lettuce in the world. 


Eaised from its former lowly posi; 


tion as a garnish for meat dishes and 
salad», lettuce has now become one 
of the principal ingredients of the 
American diet, according to Wm. C. 
Pitch, manager of perishable freight 
traffic for the Southern Pacific,, who 
announced that shipments of Cali- 
fornia lettuce from Imperial valley 
are expected to break all records 
this season. 


A report just issued by Fitch 


shows that shipments of lettuce 
from the Imperial valley district are 
moving at the rate of 250 carloads 
a day and 9528 carloads have moved 
out of the district up to March 1. 
This is an increase of 1039 cars over 
the same period of last season. 


The peak of the 1929-30 season was 


reached February 21, when 293 car- 
loads of lettuce 'moved out of the 
district.

Water Spreading 


Intensive Study 


of Association 


Following suggestings made by of- 


ficials of water interests bordering on 
the Santa Ana river at a meeting of 
the Los Angeles Water Conservation 
association, held in the Los Angeles 
chamber of commerce rooms recently, 
conferences have been held between 
representivcs of these interests and 
officers of the San Gabriel Valley 
Protective association. 


These discussions, according to 


Fred C. Collins, field representative 
of the San Gabriel Valley Protective 
association, are for the purpose of 
considering the value of such infor- 
mation to be gained should such 
work be undertaken. 


"Our engineers have been extend- 


ing their studies of water levels in 
an easterly direction from the new 
San Gabriel river," stated Mr. 
Collins this week, "to determine at 
what point the underground perco- 
lation commingle with waters seep- 
ing izi a westerly direction. 
v 


When this line of demarkation is 


determined-whether a "water wall" 
or "declivity"—more definite claims 
to the water of the San Gabriel 
drainage basin may be made. That 
this data will be of great value to all 
interests concerned was agreed at 
these conferences. 


"As no systematic study of water 


conditions on the Santa Ana river 
was being made, the plan of •co- 
operating this new study with that 
now being made of the San Gabriel 
river is being considered.

in Florida 


Orlando, Florida, March; 7.—E. E. 


Callaway of Lake Lakeland, chair- 
man of the Florida Republican cen- 
tral committee, told the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly committee today that if 
eradication work.is conducted in the 
future as it has been in the past 
"there is going to be civil war in 
Florida." 


Callaway said the people of Flor- 


ida have lost confidence in the state 
plant board and the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
He severely 


criticized the eradication work car- 
ried on by Dr. Wilmon Newell, state 
plant commissioner, and Dr. C. L. 
Marlatt, formerly chief federal ento- 
mologist, and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Hyde. 


Callaway recommended what he 


termed as a solution, the creation of 
a commission to be headed by an en- 
tomologist, a horticulturist, a chem- 
ist of national renown, and five grow- 
er citizens who could give their time 
to the work. 


The Bepublican state chairman as- 


serted that the eradication work 
could be carried to completion in an 
appropriation of about $1,500,000 in- 
stead of the $16,000,000 which has 
been recommended by the depart- 
ment of agriculture.

Weaklings from hereditary causes 
and those from faulty incubation 
show brooder-hugging tendencies al- 
most from the start—these eat but 
little—grow smaller day by day in 
every way. They are not in a class 
with the huskies. 


Instead of following the old cus- 


tom of leaving the tail-enders in the 
brood to waste away and die or 
clutter up progress, provide a sepa- 
rate brooder for them. It is a little 
detail but it is also the easiest and 
bust time of all to cull. If for no 
other reason than that of eliminat- 
ing low vitality, it will pay to cull 
"Old General Debility" at its very 
first appearance. The extra brooder' 
arrangement would bo most profit- 
able for this purpose alone, but there 
are numerous reasons why the slow 
developers should bo put by them- 
selves. The cause for slow growth 
or no growth may bo a digestive 
disorder or slow elimination of waste 
matter, in which case bacteria or 
disease germs develop and multiply 
rapidly and the weakling becomes a 
sort of death trap for the healthy. 


Success depends on getting good 


chicks to start with, then suitable 
preparation to care for tnem right 
The first ten days can spoil the .whole 
undertaking and bring a lot of grief 
instead of satisfaction.

In ten years the eating habits of 


the American people have undergone 
a radical change. 


We are eating more fruit, more 


green vegetables, more poultry, more 
milk and butter. We are eating less 
beef, less wheat, less corn, less meat 
generally. 


The only kind of meat in which 


there 
has 
been 
an 
increase in 


domestic consumption is pork, and 
that increase is mainly in the form 
of ham. 


Figures compiled by the bureau of 


home economics of the United States 
department of agriculture, which re- 
veal those facts, throw an interesting 
side-light on the change which is 
joing on in American life. 


Not so many years ago the great 


majority of Americans were engaged 
in heavy manual labor. Their work 
called for large meals of hearty food. 
Now a large and growing proportion 
of 
factory 
workers 
and 
other 


laborers are machine-tenders, their 
work 
calling 
for 
comparatively 


slight muscular exertion. The work- 
ingman's dinnerpail is no longer tilt- 
institution which it once was. In the 
larger cities and even in small com- 
munities 
the 
quick-lunch counter 


with ham sandwiches and cheese 
sandwiches as its principal staples, 
is far more popular with the average 
young mechanic. 


That is. one reason why we are 


changing from a nation of heavy eat- 
ers to a nation of moderate eaters. 
Another is the general desire to 
ivoid fat. So much has been said in 
print and otherwise about the physi- 
cal danger of overweight that even 
those who care little 'about how they 
look are deliberately avoiding the 
fattening foods.'.And as for the 
jirls—well, it is ^hardly necessary to 
point out that they can't keep those 
boyish 
figures 
and 
eat 
the 


old-fashioned three square • meals a 
ilay. 


Lettuce is one item of food which 


lias gained most in popularity. Be- 
tween 1920 and 1929 our national 
ionsumption of lettuce was multi- 
plied by four, from 13,000 carloads 
in 1920 to over 53,000 carloads in 
1929. 
And that indicates another 


reason for the.,change in our eating 
habits. Lettuce is one of the chief 
sources of the health-preserving vi- 
tamins, unheard of by the public ten 
years ago, now generally understood 
to be essential to the health of every- 
body who does not spend most of his 
or her time out of doors. 


For the same reason, in 1929 we 


ate more than three times as much 
celery, more than six times as many 
carloads of carrots. These vegetables 
stand high in the list of foods con- 
taining a high percentage of vita- 


lins. And we are eating about twice 


as much grapefruit, cabbage, cauli- 
flower, tomatoes and turnips as we 
<lid ten years age. 


•In 1917 we consumed about 42 gal- 


lons of milk per individual. In 1928 
this had increased to 5(i gallons. In 
the same period we increased our Init- 
te.r consumption by three pounds per 
head and our use of eheeese by two 
pounds. That much of this increased 
use of dairy products can be traced 
to the "cat less liieat" campaigns,is 
hardly to be doubted, especially when 
we compare the figures showing the 
falling Off in the use of meat. 


In 1920 the average American ate 


<!.T pounds of beef in the course of the 
year. In 1929 this had fallen off to 
a shade over 51 pounds. la the same 
period we reduced our average eon- 
sumption of veal from about 7% 
pounds to about 6% pounds. We con" 
tinued to eat about the same average 
amount of lamb and mutton, but our 
consumption of pork ran up in those 
nine years from an average of 60 
pounds to almost. 74 pounds. Of all 
kinds of meat, we are euting almost 
25 per cent less than we did twenty 
years ;igo. 


We have cut down on bread—wheat 


bread and corn bread both—as the 
statistics of flour and cornmeal ship- 
ments show. The falling off here in 
twenty years is nearly 40 per cent. 


Out of figures like these we ob- 


tain not only an index of the chang- 
ing tastes and habits of the nation, 
but information of the greatest value 
to the forward-looking producers of 
and dealers in foodstuffs. 


It seems to be apparent to wheat- 


growers, fo;' example, that their marr 
ket is getting smaller. That should 
make many farmers consider trying 
to reduce the cost of production, cut 


I down wheat acreage, turn part of the 
' wheat land into some other crop that 
promises a better market. 


The grower of com is not so ser- 


iously threatened as the wheat farm- 
er, for an increasing amount of corn 
is being converted into pork, proba- 
bly about compensating for the fall- 


ing off of human consumption of 
corn bread. 


There is every indication.that the 


trend in food preferences will con- 
tinue about as it is going now. That 
means there is an enlarging, oppor- 
tunity for the fruit and vegetable 
grower. 
Already fruits and vege- 


tables total a higher value in annual 
production than any other money 
crop except corn. To the western 
farmer accustomed to a.single crop 
on large acreage, such as corn or 
wheat, or the southern farmer whose 
sole staple has been cotton, such 
crops as celery, lettuce, tomatoes^ 
peppers, 
strawberries 
and 
other 


small fruits seem like kitchen-garden 
stuff, not worth while bothering with. 
But- the experience of specialists in 
such crops has been that they are 
no more hazardous than the grain 
crops when intelligently cultivated, 
that while the investment per acre 
is higher in production cost, the 
profit per acre is vastly greater in 
good years and at least as great in 
average "years. 


Already the United States has 


censed to become a beef-exporting 
country. Iu fact, we are importing 
some beef from South America. With 
the falling off in domestic consump- 
tion, there is no encouragement for 
the cattle-farmer to expSnd his acti- 
vities. Hogs offer a better outlook 
for the future, dairy farming looks 
like a stable and growing industry 
in which to start one's sons, but the 
agricultural prizes of ten years from 
now will go to the growers of fruit 
and vegetables. If the present ten- 
dency in food habits continues they 
will be sitting on top of the world 
in 1940.
